COLD RECORD 
THIS MORNING 


March went out more like a 
polar bear today than a lion and 
•et a 41-year record with the 
coldest Mardi SI here since 1923. 
But Gettysburg Times weather 
station records show the month’s 
average temperature was about 
a degree above normal. 
While there were measurable 
amounts of rain or snow on 12 
days, the total precipitation for 
the month was almost an inch 
•bort of normal and left the total 
for the first quarter of the year 
only a half inch above normal 
because of surpluses built up 
in January and February. 
SI INCHES OF SNOW 


There were eight inches of 
snow this month which brought 
the winter’s total to 58 todies. 
February 
was 
the 
snowiest 
month with 25.5 inches. December 
had 12.5 todies and January a 
foot. 
Hie total for this winter tops 
by nearly 25 inches that for last 
winter when the total was only 
31.5 todies and the winter of 
1181-63 when there were 41.6 
todies ct snow. The total is far 
ta rt of the all-time record set 
to 1960-61 when the grand total 
was 60.2 inches. 
There were three days in the 
70*s here this month and that 
brought the average temperature 
up to 42.15 degrees. Normal for 
March here is 41.2 degrees. The 
average daily high was 52.2 de­ 
ic e s and the average daily low 
was 32a degrees. The range was 
from 74 on the afternoon of March 
I to a tow of 14 on the first day 
of fie month. The next lowest 
reading for the month was today 
at SO degrees. 
Hie total of rain and melted 
snow for the month was 2.87 
inches. Normal for the month 
is 3.84 inches, leaving the month 
0.97 inches short. The accumulated 
total precipitation for the first 
twee months is 9.78 and that is 
0.54 inches above normal. 
There was a thundershower this 
month and four days of fog early 
ta March. Measurable snow fell 
an four weather days.

The Kodiak toll was based on 
rports furnished by state po­ 
lice after a tour of the island’s 
torn and twisted villages. 
Omitted from the Civil De­ 
fense list was the community 
of Chenega on Prince William 
Sound. Reports from Fairbanks 
indicated half the town’s popu­ 
lation of 45 may have been lost 
to a desperate race for higher 
ground against an 80-foot tidal 
wave. 
The Fairbanks reports saki 
two persons were known dead 
and 20 missing after the wave 
washed away the little town. 
Civil Defense said it could 
neither confirm nor deny the 
report based on stories from 
survivors flown to Cordova.

Gemini Gets 36 
Hour Sea Test 


HOUSTON, T a. (AP)—The 
two-man Gemini spacecraft, 
with an astronaut and engineer 
sealed inside, has been sched­ 
uled for a 38-hour sea test this 
week 30 miles south of Galves­ 
ton in the Gulf al Mexico. 
Three astronauts and three 
Manned Spacecraft Center engi­ 
neers will pair off to teams. 
Each team will be locked in the 
capsule for 12 horn at a time. 
Although there are many ex­ 
periments associated with the 
test, the principal objective is 
to see how the vehicle operates 
to salt water for the maximum 
period of its 36-hour power 
supply. 
Test requirements are that 
waves be four to five feet high 
and the sea choppy. 
It will be the firat full-scale 
sea water test using a produc­ 
tion Gemini capsule, weighing 
and equipped the same as a 
spacecraft returning to earth.

COURT DENIES 
NEW TRIAL IN 
DAMAGE SUIT 


Hie Adams County court this 
morning denied a new trial in 
the trespass action brought by 
Nettie Myers, East Berlin R. 2, 
against Stewart Miller, also of 
East Berlin R. 2. 
The case stems from a fire to 
the trailer home of Miss Myers 
December 12, 1962. That day Mill­ 
er, a registered plumber, was 
summoned to thaw out a pipe at 
the trailer. Shortly after he began 
work on thawing the pipe, he 
came into the trailer and sought 
to extinguish a fire in the struc­ 
ture, and asked that the firemen 
be summoned. 
Miss Myers said damage to her 
trailer and contents was $3,981 
from the fire. She alleged that 
the blaze started from the torch 
used by Miller in drawing the 
pipe. 
NOT "SHOCK I NO" 


Miller, at the trial, demonstrated 
use of his torch to support his 
contention that it could not throw 
sparks which would have caused 
a fire in an entrance into the 
trailer containing wiring. Alfred E. 
Levan, local plumber, confirmed 
that the type equipment UMd by 
Miller was standard in the indus­ 
try. 
Miller contended that frayed 
wiring led to a short which caused 
the fire in the opening for the 
wires and testified it was simply 
a coincidence that the fire started 
while he was working under the 
trailer. 
An “expert'* admitted the wir­ 
ing was charred but said the 
wiring could not have caueed the 
fire. 
A jury bearing the case found 
in favor of Miller and against 
Miss Myers. The court, in re­ 
fusing the new trial ruled: "In 
this case the jury could have 
returned a verdict for either party 
end, while the factual situation is 
unusual, we cannot any that the 
verdict wee so contrary to the 
evidence as to shock one’s sense 
cf justice" 
Trial ct Cha assumpsit action 
brought by John E. Maitland, Lit­ 
tlestown, 
trading 
Brothers, against the Autoline Oil 
Co., originally scheduled for this 
morning, was discontinued, *wtth 
the case reportedly settled. Six 
teen jurors had been drawn duo 
ing the regular term of court to 
hear the case today. Thirteen of 
the jurors appeared and were 
paid their 19 each, plus traveling 
expenses.

specimen. Despite a search "in 
ever widening circles” he was 
unable to find another speci­ 
men of the yellow lady slipper, 
and so did not add it to hit col­ 
lection.

Three Southern States 
May Lose Peach Crops; 
Heavy Damage Elsewhere 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Sub­ 
freezing temperatures gripped 
the Deep South again today and 
farmers contemplated addition­ 
al crop losses after earlier 
freezing caused severe damage. 
The peach crop loss in South 
Carolina and Georgia was esti­ 
mated at $32.5 million. The loss 
may be higher after Monday 
night’s freeze. 
Peach crops in Alabama, Ten­ 
nessee and north Georgia also 
were damaged heavily by Sun­ 
day night’s freeze and the latest 
Ireeze could wipe out the crop 
in these states altogether. 
The latest freeze apparently 
spared the vegetable crops af 
south Florida. 
PROST WARNINGS 
Although frost warnings in­ 
cluded areas as fir south as the 


Everglades, early morning tem­ 
peratures in south Florida were 
in the 50s. 
Temperatures below freezing 
were reported in north Florida. 
However, there are few crops in 
these areas this early in the 
season. 
The spring freeze, 
coldest 
since 1955 in most sections, 
promised temperatures at least 
as cold as Sunday night in the 
northern portions of Dixie. Ex­ 
treme southern portions were 
warned of colder temperatures 
than those of Sunday night 
This meant that crops in the 
southern portions which escaped 
Sunday 
night faced 
possible 
ruin. The last complete peach 
kill in the Southeast was in 1965.

CAUGHT BY WAVE 
Wallace barely got out alive 
when he and his family were 
caught by one of three huge 
tidal waves as they struggled to 
reach higher ground. His wife, 
Arlene, 26, and son, Jack, 7, 
disappeared. 
He said they were on their 
way back by car from Chiniak 
when the water began to rise 
from the beach. Twice they had 
to stop and remove trees and 
logs from the beach road. 
"I noticed water coming up 
over the road,” Wallace said. 
"Then I saw this wall of water 
coming. I pulled at my wife and 
son and we tried to make it to 
higher ground, but the water 
came up around us. Something 
hit me on the head and I 
blacked out. 
"When I came to. I was 
alone." 
FUTILE SEARCH 
He looked desperately for his 
wife and boy, then followed a 
fence to a bouse where he saw 
a light. The people gave him 
hot chocolate and loaned him 
their pickup truck to get back 
to the naval base where they 
had been stationed the past 
three months. 
The next morning, he roamed 
the ares searching for hit fam­ 
ily. His car was there, but that 
was all. 
"I got out—why I don’t know*’ 
he Mid.

Navy rescue officers believe 
two of the seven bodies sighted 
by helicopter on the beach at 
Raisin Bay were those of Mrs.

Home Of First World's Fair, 
Had 300,000 Panes Of Glass

World’s 
Fair

month will be symbolized by 
the Unisphere, which stands for 
peace through understanding. 
For years visitors will re­ 
member the huge stainless steel 
globe, showing all the continents 
and with three orbital rings. 
There have been more than 
SO world expositions since the 
first was held in London in 1851 
and each has tried to be a little 
more lavish, dazzling and fan­ 
tastic than the preceding. 
The first fair was staged in 
an immense and remarkable 
building of iron 
and 
glass, 
dubbed the Crystal Palace and 
erected in London’s Hyde Park.

It was made of 900,000 panes 
of glass and was so large—as 
long as six football fields—that 
full size trees grew under its 
roof. 
It was unlike any building 
that ever had been constructed 
before and provided a note of 
the fantastic that became essen­ 
tial in all subsequent fairs. 
Opened by Queen Victoria, the 
show was an immense success 
from the beginning, attracting 
six million spectators during its 
144-day run. 
There were 100,000 exhibits 
and a multitude of fountains, 
one spraying eau de cologne to 
freshen the atmosphere.

The Crystal Palace later was 
moved to the outskirts of Lon­ 
don, where it remained until 
destroyed by fire in 1936. 
The French International Ex­ 
position in Paris in 1855 offered 
immense exhibition space in 
two big halls, many fine art dis­ 
plays and a fountain that eject­ 
ed artificial flowers. 
President Ulysses S. Grant 
opened the Philadelphia Centen­ 
nial Exposition in 1876.
